millions of them it has meant service in uniform ana1 complete 
divorcement from the payroll and leisure of civilian life.

has been visited by total war—and 
dollars 
won't 
buy 
much, 
and 


leisure-lime has died. 


Civilian America wasn't at home 


much this winter, and saw [.iccious 
litlle entertainment. 


Instead, everyone was uptown at- 


tending public meetings—rib I 
Ihe 


kind where you listen to speeches, 
but 
the 
kind 
involving manual 


labor. 


By this lime there arc precious 


few men who don't know how to 
apply artificial respiration, and few 
women who can't make a surgical 
dressing. 


The price lhal we paid for Ihis in- 


formalion was our leisure 
hours 


this winter. 


The public courses that taughl us 


what we learned were managed 
either by the Office of Civilian De- 
fense or the Red Cross, and were 
based on Red Cross textbooks. 


All of which, I think, makes a 


powerful plea to our common sense 
as well as our patriotism today as

We who once gave mere money 


to the Red Cross now look at it 
thoughtfully. 
A man can't spend

mere money can't buy. 


Things like saving human life. 
Like looking after a 
world of 


helpless people,

In arriving al its decision, the 


Supreme court based its ruling upon 
the conntenlion on which the gov- 
ernment relied in ils mail fraud 


' case against Baker — that he was 
the real operator of various hos- 
pitals and radio enterprises which 
were sol up as corporations. 


Baker brought Bellows, a former 


barber and clothing salesman to 
Arkansas from Muscatinc, lowu in 
1937 as business manager of his 
new Eureka Springs hospital. The 
Supreme Court said it agreed wilh 
: the :(Hal- cem't's 'hold-ing-*that -Bel- 
lows came here on a 
promise 


from Baker to "recicve a fixed sal- 
ary and an interest in the busi- 
ness." 


Baker resisted the lower court 


decree on grounds it represented 
a judgment against Norman Bak- 
er, Inc., the Eureka Springs hospi- 
tal corporation and 
not 
against 


him personally.

C..ief Justice Stone delivered the 


5-2 decision. Justice 
Black and 


Douglas dissented and

Jackson nnd Rutlodge did

torney, in his closing remarks to 
the jury, "indulged in an 
appeal 


wholly irrelevant to any f;c.-tu: or 
issues in the case, the purposhc and 
effect of which couM i.nty have 
been to arouse passion and pre- 
judice."

Little Hope for 
Rescue of 69 
Miners 


Bcarcrcck, Mont., March 1 — (/!') 


— Numbed, silent relatives 
of 69 


miners imprisoned in the 
Smith 


coal mine since an explosion Sat- 
urday waited today while rescuers 
combatlcd deadly gases with 
an 


emergency air blower set deep in 
Ihe hillside mine, 


At least five miners were known 


dead from the blast. Their bodies 
were recovered. 


Seven other bodies, a source who 


refused to be quoted said 
last 


night, have been located but could 
not immediately be brought out 
because of conditions in the lun- 
ncls. 


Weary rescue workers coming 


oul fo Ihe mine Ihis morning said 
that it might be 'M hours before 
the gas could be cleared from Ihe 
shafts. Rescue 
operations 
were 


hindered by the lack of an elec- 
tric light syslem in Ihe deplhs of 
Ihe mine and the distance, about 
three miles, Irom the entrance lo- 
the farthest reaches of the tunnels. 


Wives, mothers and sisters wait- 


ed stoically in ihe face of rapidly 
vanishing hopes that the entombed 
men could still be alive. The min- 
ers had been without food 
since 


about 10 a.m. (MST) Saturday. 


It was theorized some of 
them 


might have reached remote pock- 
ets of Die mine free from gas. 


"There's a long, possible chance 


that they may have survived, but 
it's almost beyond 
Hope," 
said 


Bill Romek, assistanl general man- 
ager of the mine. 


The cause of the blast remained 


unknown.

of "money." 


Wilh only 48 points lo spend for 


canned and dried fruils and veg- 
elables for Ihe entire month, shop- 
ping for rationed foods for gen- 
erally light, despite the fact 
all 


sales of those products have been 
frozen for eight days. 


One possible resull of OPA reg- 


ulations prohibiting the 
use 
of 


loose coupons was seen with the 
action of many 
New York City 


stores in requiring the coupons be 
removed from War Ration 
Book 


No. 2 in the stores. This would vir- 
tually end grocery delivery service, 
allhough the rules provide that de- 
livery boys may collect the cou- 
pons. 


Little confusion 
was reported 


among the shoppers, but there were 
complaints. 
In New York for in- 


stance, women were quick to note 
lhat a 15-ounce box of raisins re- 
quired 20 points while 
10 to 14 


ounce boxes could be had for only 
15 points. 


And in Washington Rep, Spring- 


er CR-Ind.) issued a statement de-
